NEXT TWO DAYS, THAT IT IS ESSENTIAL THAT THE RESOLUTION 
DRAFT (REVISED BY THE U.S. TO ACCOMMODATE AS MUCH AS 
POSSIBLE- OTHER GOR CONCERNS) BE VOTED ON NOW, BEFORE OTHER 
SECURITY COUNCIL MEMBERS ACT ON RESERVATIONS WE KNOW THEY 
HARBOR. IN THIS REGARD, A PROPOSAL TO INCLUDE CAPITAL • 

PUNISHMENT WOULD DELAY THE EFFORT AND IS SIMPLY NOT A 
REALISTIC POSSIBILITY. FOR THIS REASON, TNE GOR SHOULD - 
INSTRUCT THE RWANDAN PERMREP IN NEW YORK TO ACCEPT THE 
CURRENT DRAFT, REVISED TO ACCOMMODATE, TO THE EXTENT
